1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed front 
surface of the door comprising a display that displays a temperature of the water stored 
in the water tank and detected by the temperature sensor (claim 4), or the temperature 
sensor being seated in a sensor groove that is concavely formed in the external surface 
of the water tank (claim 5), or the support rib formed on and extending from a rear 
surface of the dispenser housing with the water tank being fastened to the support rib 
(claim 7), or the water tank comprising a main body having a through-hole formed 
therein through which foam liquid is injected to form the insulating layer (claim 9), or the 
water tank comprising a neck formed integrally with the man body and having a narrow 
flow section, and a nozzle installed at the end of the neck and connected to a drainpipe 
of the dispenser (claim 11 ), or the valve chamber provided in the insulating layer of the 
door and accessible from the storage space and further including a valve that controls 
the water supply from an external source and a filter (claim 17), or the temperature 
sensor on the side of the tank and the heater that operates based on the temperature 
sensor (claim 37), or the heater for the water tank which heats water that is stored in the 
water tank for the refrigerator to maintain the water at a predetermined temperature 
(claim 41).
